WELKLY 
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Principles  and  Practice  of  Correct  Costing. 

Lecture  at  the  Birmingham  Business  Efficiency  Exhibition, 
on  September  17th,  by  Mr.  A.  Williamson,  F.C.W.A., 
Costing     Secretary     to     the    Master    Printers'    Federation. 


The  subject  of  costing  is  to-day  probably 
the  most- discussed  question  outside  national 
and  domestic  politics.  The  exigencies  of 
manufacturing  industries,  due  to  war  con- 
ditions, made  it  imperative  that  a  readier  if 
not  easier  method  of  keeping  track  of  costs 
must  be  used  if  proper  prices  were  to  be 
charged  to  the  consumer.  The  Government 
gave  a  strong  lead  in  connection  with  muni- 
tion contracts,  and  now  manufacturers  all 
over  the  country  are  awaking  to  the  immense 
value  of  correct  costing. 

There  is,  however,  a  large  number  of  people 
who  look  upon  these  methods  with  a  great 
deal  of  suspicion  or  prejudice.  These  mis- 
givings are  the  offspring  of  fear  or  pride- 
fear  that  something  distasteful  will  be  dis- 
closed, or  pride  in  an  old-established  or  old- 
fashioned  business,  but  conducted  on  lines  not 
quite  suitable  to  to  day's  needs. 

The  conditions  affecting  present-day  manu- 
facturing problems  are  of  so  serious  a  charac- 
ter that  the  methods  of  pre-war  days  do  not 
indicate  quickly  enough  what  is  happening 
to  the  costs  of  production.  Hence  the 
awakened  interest  in  costing.  Private  firms, 
public  companies,  federations  of  employers, 
accountants,  and  promoters  of  efficiency  are 
everywhere  seeking  to  elucidate  the  problems 
of  scientific  production  costs. 

The  science  has  already  developed  to  such 
an  extent  that  an  Institute  of  Cost  and  Works 
Accountants  has  been  founded  and  has  for  its 
presidents  and  vice  presidents  such  captains  of 
industry  as  The  Right  Honourable  LordLever- 
hulme.  Sir  Robert  Hadfield,  Bart.,  D.Sc,  F.R.S., 
.Sir  Charles  Wright  Macara,  Bart.,  Sir  Gerard 
A.  Muntz,  Bart.,  Sir  Herbert  Austin,  K.B.E.. 


M.P.,  W\  Howard  Hazell,  Esq.,  J  P.,  and  others 

The  objects  of  this  Institute  are  chiefly  to 
encourage  and  develop  the  study  of  scientific 
costing,  to  standardise  the  nomenclature,  and 
by  directing  studies  and  examining  candi- 
dates, to  prepare  a  body  of  efficient  cost  ex- 
perts for  every  industry. 

The  underlying  principles  of  correct  costing 
must  be  capable  of  demonstration.  In  addi- 
tion they  must  be  applicable  to  all  industries 
— they  must  be  universal  ;  and,  further,  they 
must  be  adaptable  to  all  sizes  of  businesses — 
they  must  be  elastic.  I  hope  later  on  to  prove 
these  statements. 

It  must  not  be  thought  that  any  system  can 
be  introduced  without  expense,  but  if  that 
system  provides  a  means  of  checking  errors, 
discovering  leakages,  and  eliminating  guess- 
work, it  is  not  wasted  expenditure. 

The  elements  of  cost  are — Labour,  Material 
and  Expenses.  These  principal  items  are 
capable  of  sub-division  :  Labour,  produc- 
tive and  non-productive  ;  Material,  directly 
cl:argeable  and  indirectly  chargeable;  Ex- 
penses,departmentaland  administrative.  How 
to  deal  with  these  divisions  and  sub-divisions 
is  the  special  province  of  the  cost  expert. 

.\  correct  system  of  costing  is  in  reality  a 
profit  and  loss  account  of  each  department  at 
short  periods,  either  weekly,  fortnightly,  or 
monthly,  and  these  vital  records  indicate  the 
state  of  health  of  each  department  as  well  as 
of  the  factory  as  a  whole. 

There  are  few  industries  where  a  flat  per- 
centage of  wages  to  recover  expenses  works 
out  equitably,  and  it  is  almost  an  impossi- 
bility to  distribute  expenses  by  this  means 
where  hand  labour  and  machine  work  both 
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bear  a  share,  often  variable,  in  the  production 
of  an  article.-  Mass  production  simplifies  cost- 
ing, but  the  avenues  for  work  of  this  character 
are  not  numerous,  but  even  here  a  proper  cost- 
ing system  will  be  a  valuable  aid  to  efficiency. 
Oaite  recently  I  visited  an  establishment  turn- 
ing out  a  special  product  in  various  forms. 
By  segregating  the  product  they  had  suc- 
ceeded in  dealing  with  the  costs  in  bulk  form, 
but  they  were  also  able  at  short  notice  to  state 
the  cost  of  each  component  part.  This  is  the 
essence  of  correct  costing. 

Without  proper  costing  methods  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  secure  the  efficiency  necessary 
to  high  production.  The  ability  to  compare 
results  can  only  come  along  the  lines  of  uni- 
formity of  method  in  each  industry,  and 
economy  in  production  and  elimination  of 
waste  will  only  be  secured  when  manufacturers 
are  able  to  meet  and  compare  results  that  have 
been  gotten  by  using  a  similar  measure.  This 
fact  IS  recognised  by  the  principals  of  firms  in 
several  industries,  and  small  committees  are 
working  out  schemes,  gradually  feeling  their 
way  to  the  promulgation  of  a  system  capable 
of  general  adoption. 

Two  vital  principles  that  must  be  recognised 
are  those  of  depreciation  of  plant  value  and 
interest  on  capital  invested.  The  first  of  these 
items  has  in  some  firms  been  dependent  on  the 
amount  of  profit  earned  by  the  concern,  but 
both  are  vital  to  the  successful  carrying  on  of 
a  business.  Another  principle  is  that  expenses 
should  be  departmentalised  as  far  as  possible 
so  as  to  reduce  the  overhead  expenses  to  a 
minimum. 

The  installation  of  a  proper  system  of  cost- 
ing beyond  a  knowledge  of  accountancy  needs 
a  knowledge  of  the  processes  to  which  it  is  to 
be  applied,  as  there  are  many  practical  diffi- 
•culties  which  must  be  overcome  when  apply- 
ing the  principles. 

The  advantages  of  a  correct  system  of  cost- 
ing are  numerous,  but  only  two  or  three  need 
be  mentioned  :  i.  The  departmentalisation 
of  expenses  ensures  an  equitable  load  on  the 
work  passing  through  a  department.  2.  The 
periodic  statement  of  comparative  details  of 
■cost  and  value  enable  the  management  to 
-detect  quickly  any  error  in  rates  used  for  work 
produced.  3'.  The  returns  show  which  de- 
partment is  producing  up  to  its  equipment 
possibilities,  and  whether  the  value  of  the 
work  produced  is  covering  the  cost.  4.  Actual 
-cost  figuresenable  the  manufacturer  to  control 
his  selling  prices  with  a  certainty  not  other- 
wise to  be  effected. 

Scientific  cost-finding  is  an  essential  where 
-work  is  done  to  order,  and  the  Master  Printers' 
Federation  has  devised  a  system  which  gives 
•spleqdid  results. 

Here  followed  an  outline  of  the  main 
features  of  the  Master  Printers'  Cost-Finding 
Svstem. 

'The  audience  followed  the  lecture  with  keen 
interest,  and  at  the  close  recorded  their  appre- 
ciation by  hearty  applause. 


L.S.C.'s  Strong  Resolution. 


T.  W.  AND  C.  B.  Sheridan  Co.,  Ltd.,  68-69- 
Mount  Pleasant,  are  removing  to  63,  Hatton- 
garden,  London,  E.C.i. 


Although  with  the  resumption  of  work  in 
the  Manchester-Liverpool  district,  less  imme- 
diate practical  consequence  attaches  to  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  trade  unionists  in 
London  and  elsewhere  should  consent  to  do 
work  sent  out  from  a  strike  area,  nevertheless 
the  principle  involved  is  a  very  important  one, 
so  that  note  must  be  taken  of  the  move  just 
made  by  the  London  Society  of  Compositors. 

On  Wednesday  of  last  week  the  L.S.C.  held 
a  special  delegate  meeting  (called  by  requisi- 
tion, in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  L.S.C. 
Rule  XXXIL),  and  on  this  occasion  a  resolu- 
tion submitted  by  those  who  requisitioned  the 
meeting  was  passed,  running  as  follows: — 

"  That  under  no  circumstances  shall  the 
L.S.C.  Executive  give  effect  to  any  agreement 
by  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  which  in- 
volves the  L.S.C.  executing  work  in  any  house 
or  district  where  a  dispute  or  lock-out  is  in 
progress. 

■'That  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  the 
production  of  work  usually'  done  in  Liverpool 
and  Manchester  while  the  present  dispute  is 
in  progress  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
principle  of  Trade  Unionism  and  should  be 
immediately  discontinued." 

A  prominent  member  of  the  L.S.C.  remarked 
the  other  day  that  he  thought  the  L.S.C.  was 
the  only  union  that  had  disagreed  with  the 
attitude  of  its  executive  on  the  matter,  and 
this  might  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  other  societies  were  more  vitally  affected  ; 
they  being  national  in  scope,  any  extension  of 
the  dispute  would  have  meant  that  their  mem- 
bership would  be  involved  earlier  and  more 
extensively  than  that  of  the  L.S.C.  He  thought 
that  the  majority  of  the  members  attending 
the  delegate  meeting  had  come  with  their 
minds  already  made  up,  on  insufficient  data, 
and  had  agreed  to  the  resolution  the  more 
readily  in  that,  the  strike  having  already 
come  to  an  end,  immediate  application  of 
the  principle  involved  was  not  anticipated. 
Adequate  consideration  had  not  been  given 
to  certain  points,  one  being  the  fact  that  the 
Manchester  and  Liverpool  branches  of  the 
T.A.  had  taken  their  extreme  action  upon  a 
proposed  alteration  of  agreement  that  had 
never  been  submitted  to  the  employers— 
namely  the  proposal  of  a  los.  advance  for 
Liverpool  and  Manchester  alone,  apart  from 
the  rest  of  the  membership  ;  another  point  was 
the  discrepancy  of  rates  which  such  a  preferen- 
tialaward  wouldhaveproduced;  hadManches- 
ter  secured  the  additional  los.,  and  had  the 
L.S.C.  also  secured  it  to  bring  them  level,  cer- 
tain towns  in  question  would  then  have  found 
themselves  no  less  than  27s.  6d.  below  London  ; 
and  this — even  apart  from  the  question  of  the 
illegitimacy  of  the  strike  bringing  it  about — 
would  have  been  an  awkward  state  of  affairs 
.for  both  men  and  employers.

Printers'  Managers  and  Overseers   Association 
Pavs  a  \'isit  to  the  Lanston  Works  at  Redhill. 


Of  a  model  factory  situated  amid  beautiful 
rural  scenery,  with  workshops  up-to-date 
and  spick-and-span,  scientifically  planned 
throughout,  and  provided  with  a  profusion 
of  mteresting  and  admirable  machinery- 
such  must  be  the  memory  carried  away  by 
every  member  of  the  Printers'  Managers  and 
Overseers  Association  who  took  part  in  Satur- 
days visit  to  the  works  of  the  Lanston  Mono- 
type Corporation,  Ltd.,  Redhill.  Yes.  and  in 
the  background— or  is  it  the  foreground?— the 
recollection  of  a  generous  luncheon,  the  more 
appreciated  after  a  long  motor  drive  since  an 
early  breakfast,  and  enhanced  by  its  being 
served  by  no  ordinary  waiters  or  waitresses, 
but  by  pretty  and  beribboned  young  ladies 
from  the  Lanston  Monotype  staffs. 

At  9  a.m.  some  90  odd  members  of  the  P.  M. 
arrd  O.  A.  met  as  arranged  at  Blackfriars,  and 
.Mr.  E.  W.  Whittle,  the  genial  secretary,  was 
to  be  seen  marshalling  his  men  for  their 
bestowal  in  the  four  comfortable  motor  char- 
a-bancs  which  were  to  convej'  them  right  to 
the  doors  of  the  works.  Within  a  quarter-of- 
an-hour  or  so  all  were  on  the  move,  and  in 
the  best  of  spirits.  Although  the  first  part  of 
the  journey  was  made  under  dull  skies  and 
with  a  little  light  rain  falling,  the  weather 
fortunately  brightened  later  to  permit  enjoy- 
ment of  the  drive  over  the  North  Downs. 
The  Survey  of  the  Works. 

Reaching  the  works  after  a  journey  of  about 
25:  hours,  the  party  were  cordially  received 
by  the  directors  of  the  company,  the  works 
manager  and  staff,  and  were  at  once  divided 
into  nine  groups  which  were  separately 
conducted  through  the  different  depart- 
ments under  the  very  capable  guidance  of 
-Messrs.  F.  Demming,  E.  Silcock.  E.  H.  Webb. 
J.  E.  Tipton,  E.  A.  Golding,  E.  H  Montagnon, 
S.  Whyte,  P.  Kingsley,  and  R.  Hall.  A  compre- 
hensive survey  was  made  of  the  whole  estab- 
lishment, and  the  various  operations  and 
^.pparatus  explained.  One  of  the  first  points 
noted  by  the  visitors  was  the  excellent  lay-out 
of  the  works,  most  of  the  shops  being  situated 
in  a  well-lighted  single-storey  building.  In 
this  building  were  seen  many  machining 
o'perations  in  progress  —  milling,  planing, 
turning,  pressing,  drilling,  etc.— and  it  was 
noticed  how  much  ingenuity  had  been  dis- 
played in  ensuring  accurate  workmanship 
and'  making  the  processes  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible automatic  and  fool-proof.  Here,  too, 
were  the  fitters'  bench,  the  tool-room,  the 
inspection-room,  and  stores.  An  interesting 
exhibit  on  one  of  the  side  benches  indicated 
the  large  amount  of  work  put  into  some  of  the 
parts  ;  this  was  a  type-carrier  in  its  successive 
stages  of  manufacture,  through  a  series  of  50 


different  operations.  After  the  main  shop<; 
the  moulding,  lapping,  and  assembling  de- 
partments were  visited  ;  then  the  hardening, 
house  with  its  furnaces  and  its  up  to  date  in- 
stallation of  pyrometers;  also  a  department 
in  which  2cwt.  rolls  of  paper  were  seen  in 
course  of  being  slit  into  narrow  measure  and 
perforated.  Another  interesting  department 
was  the  power  house,  providing  electricity 
for  all  the  light,  power,  and  heat  required- 
including,  it  was  interesting  to  learn,  the 
electricity  supply  for  electric  cooking  of  all 
food  prepared  on  the  premises.  Here  were 
seen  several  dynamos  driven  by  gas  engines, 
one  of  the  latter  being  a  300-h.p.  Westing- 
house.  Great  interest  attached  also  to  the 
department  in  which  punches  are  cut  and 
matrices  made,  and  the  visitors  were  much 
impressed  by  the  elaborate  apparatus  em- 
ployed, such,  for  instance,  as  the  projection 
lanterns  exhibiting  a  highly  magnified  reflec- 
tion of  a  type-face  or  matrix,  so  as  to  guard 
against  the  sending  out  of  any  but  matrices 
of  perfect  formation.  Further  elaborate  con- 
trivances were  found  in  the  office  building, 
where  was  seen  optical  metallurgical  appara- 
tus used  for  testing  the  quality  of  steel ;  also 
delicate  apparatus  for  testing  the  strength  of 
paper.  A  noticeat)le  feature  throughout  the 
works  v.'as  the  large  amount  of  precision  ap- 
paratus employed,  use  being  made,  for  in- 
stance, of  numerous  highly  sensitive  gauges, 
microscope  sightings,  and  so  on. 

The  survey  having  been  completed,  luncheon 
followed,  a  substantial  repast  bemg  served  in 
the  fine  large  mess-room  used  daily  by  the 
employees.  Lord  Askwith  presided,  and  after 
the  toast  of  "  The  King  "  had  been  honoured, 
he  briefly^addressed  the  gathering. 
The  Speeches. 

His  Lordship  remarked  that  there  were  no 
speeches  down  on  the  programme,  but  that  as 
vice-chairman  of  the  Lanston  Monotype  Cor- 
poration he  could  not  refrain  from  expressing 
the  Corporation's  pleasure  at  seeing  them 
there  that  day,  and  thanking  them  for  coming. 
He  welcomed  them  in  the  name  of  the  di- 
rectors, the  manager,  the  foremen,  and  the 
whole  of  the  works,  including,  he  said,  the 
young  ladies  who  had  so  kindly  volunteered 
to  wait  upon  them  s  t  table,  and  who,  it  would 
be  felt,  had  performed  their  domestic  duties 
as  well  as  they  did  their  technical  or  clerical 
duties  at  other  times.  (Loud  applause.) 
Commenting  upon  what  the  visitors  had  seen, 
His  Lordship  referred  in  particular  to  the 
matrix-testing  apparatus,  which  gave  evi- 
dence of  the  great  care  taken  to  avoid  sending 
out  "  dud  "  matrices.  That  apparatus,  he 
said,  was  the  invention   of  Mr.  Pierpont,  the 


works  manager,  whose  present  state  of  health 
he  regretted  to  say  was  such  that  he  was  un- 
able to  stay  to  the  luncheon.  Lord  Askwith 
went  on  to  speak  of  the  difficult  war-time 
period,  when  the  Corporation's  resources  for 
accurate  and  minute  machine  making  were 
turned  to  the  producing  and  using  of  ma- 
chines for  making  delicate  parts  for  rifles  and 
guns,  and  particularly  for  machine  guns 
which  were  of  such  value  to  our  armies  in 
France.  At  the  end  of  the  war,  he  said,  the 
Corporation  returnea  to  Monotype  work,  and 
they  trusted  that  this  work  would  now  con- 
tinue, and  that  the  value  of  the  machine  to 
the  printing  world,  demonstrated  in  the  past, 
would  be  of  good  use  in  the  future  to  every 


printing  trade — although  that  award  had 
diminished  into  puny  contrast  with  some  of 
the  alterations  of  recent  years.  In  the  first 
weeks  of  the  war,  His  Lordship  continued, 
trouble  threatened  in  Scotland.  Both  parties 
came  to  him  to  discuss  methods  or  means  for 
putting  off  that  dispute,  and  after  hearing 
both  sides  he  was  glad  to  be  able  to  make 
some  suggestions  which  led  to  a  cessation  of 
a  bitter  dispute  which  both  parties  wished  to 
end  in  view  of  the  national  danger.  In  con- 
clusion, His  Lordship  referred  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  work  of  printers'  managers, 
and  wished  the  P.  M.  and  O.  A.  as  much  co- 
operation as  possible  with  their  employers 
and  workpeople.     He   thanked   members  for

nation  of  the  world.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was  by 
printing  that  education  had  come  to  the 
world  ;  it  was  by  printing  alone  that  further 
education  would  come,  and  on  that  depended 
largely  the  progress  of  the  world.  It  was  at 
one  time  said  that  the  development  of  print- 
ing was  at  a  standstill  ;  he  thought  the  Mono- 
type machine  was  a  proof  that  that  was  not 
the  case.  The  printing  industry  was  going 
ahead  and  would  go  ahead,  although  it  might 
have  its  difficulties  and  troubles  from  time  to 
time.  He  himself  had  been  connected  with 
some  of  these.  (Laughter.)  Long  years  since 
he  had  had  to  deal  with  the  London  com- 
positors, and  a  great  deal  of  criticism  had 
been  forthcoming  about  the  award  made,  an 
award   that  was  going  to  upset   the  whole 


their  attendance,  bade  them  welcome  to  the 
works,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  that 
would  not  be  the  last  time  on  which  they  all 
might  meet  together.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Jarvis,  president  of  the  P.  M.  and  O.  A., 
replied  in  a  short  speech  thanking  the  Lanston 
Monotype  Corporation  on  behalf  of  the 
P.  M.  and  O.  A.  for  their  invitation,  and  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  had  carried  out  the 
arrangements  for  the  visitors"  comfort  and 
benefit.  Everything  possible  had  been  done, 
he  said,  for  their  convenience,  and  they  had 
not  only  had  a  very  enjoyable  visit,  but  a  very 
instructive  one.  He  concluded  by  thanking 
especially  the  young  ladies  who  had  so  kindly 
volunteered  their  services  at  the  luncl.eon 
(Applause.) 
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Mr.  Whittle  also  expressed  the  thanks  of  the 
Association,  and  proposed  the  toast  of  the 
directors  of  the  Lanston  Monotype  Corpora- 
tion, coupling  with  it  the  names  of  Lord 
Askwith  (managing  director),  Mr.  Burcli 
(director)  and  Mr.  Pierpont  (works  manager). 
The  Association,  he  said,  could  not  have  had 
a  more  enjoyable  treat  with  which  to  wind 
up  their  session.  It  had  been  an  eye-opener 
to  some  of  them  to  see  the  up-to-date  and 
efficient  character  of  the  works,  and  the 
numerous  operations  through  which  some  of 
the  parts  had  to  go  in  manufacture.  Referring 
humorously  to  the  attractions  of  the  young 
ladies  who'had  volunteered  as  waitresses,  he 
said  it  was  many  a  long  day  since  the  mem- 
bers of  the  P.  M.  and  O.  A.  had  had  such  a 
bevy  of  beauty  surrounding  them.  (Applause 
and  laughter.)  He  referred  briefly  to  the  wel- 
fare arrangements  made  by  the  Corporation 
for  its  workpeople,  to  the  excellent  condition 
of  the  whole  works,  and  to  the  beautiful  sur- 
roundings in  which  they  were  situated.  He 
called  for  a  bumper  toast,  and  this  was 
heartilv  accorded. 

Mr.  Burch  (director)— in  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Pierpont— replied  to  the  toast.  He  said  it  was 
always  a  great  pleasure  to  the  directors  and 
staff  of  the  Lanston  Monotype  Corporation  to 
do  anything  that  might  be  of  benefit  to  the 
printing  industry,  an  industry  so  important  to 
the  progress  of  the  world.  It  was  upon  the 
men  who,  like  the  members  of  the  P.  M.  and 
O.  A.,  were  in  executive  positions  that  the 
trade  must  rely  for  the  mauitaining  of  the 
traditions  of  the  past,  and  for  the  giving  to 
the  rising  generation  such  betterment  as  it 
was  possible  to  provide.  He  thanked  them 
for  the  very  hearty  toast  that  had  been  pro- 
posed, and'  assured  them  that  it  was  very 
cordially  appreciated.    (Applause.) 

Leaving  the  works  at  about  4  p.rn.,  the 
char-a-bancs  made  the  return  journey  in  per- 
fect weather,  and  when  Blackfriars  was 
reached,  and  the  party  dispersed,  it  was  with 
the  feeling  that  a  closer  acquaintance  with 
the  methods  of  its  manufacture  had  but  in- 
creased their  respect  for  that  efficient  friend 
of  the  printer,  the  Lanston  Monotype.

Need    of    Larger    Premises    Emphasised. 


As  limitations  of  space  last  week  prevented 
our  reporting  all  the  speakers  at  the  public 
meeting  with  which  the  St.  Bride  Foundation 
Printing  School  opened  its  current  session,  a 
few  further  notes  now  folIow\ 

Mr.  T.  W.  McAra,  in  the  course  of  an  inter- 
esting speech  as  chairman,  strongly  empha- 
sised the  ever-increasing  need  for  more  ac- 
commodation for  the  growing  activitiesof  the 
School.  He  told  of  Lord  Riddell's  effort  to 
find  more  adequate  premises,  and  the  finding 
of  a  suitable  building  in  Stamford-street,  but 
said  that  difiiculties  had  cropped  up  since  the 
sympathetic  reception  by  the  L.C.C.  of  the 
very  representative  and  influential  deputation 
from  the  printing  industry.  He  hoped  that, 
with  the  promised  further  help  of  Lord 
Riddell  in  stirring  up  those  responsible  for 
the  delay,  these  difficulties  might  be  overcome 
and  the  desired  premises  acquired.  He  con- 
cluded by  mentioning  that  Mr.  Riddell,  the 
principal,  was  not  in  fit  health  to  be  present 
that  evening  but  had  insisted  upon  coming; 
he  hoped  he  would  get  away  for  "a  jolly 
good  holiday  "  and  build  himself  up  for  the 
work  of  the  opening  session. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Bowerman,  M.P.,  laid  stress  on 
the  importance  of  students'  love  for  their  art, 
and  pointed  out  the  value  to  the  whole  indus- 
try of  the  high  effort  of  even  a  single  student. 
He  had  himself  loved  his  work  as  a  composi- 
tor, he  said,  and  he  looked  back  upon  his 
nineteen  years"  work  under  the  shadow  of  St. 
Bride  Church  as  the  happiest  nineteen  years 
of  his  life.  He  referred  to  the  very  crowded 
state  of  the  hall  that  evening  as  evidence  of 
the  need  for  larger  accommodation,  and  con- 
cluded by  wishing  the  School  a  speedy  ac- 
quisition of  more  suitable  premises  and  ever- 
increasing  success  in  its  future  work. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Howes  (Printing  and  Kindred 
Trades'  Federation)  said  the  Federation  re- 
presented by  himself  and  Mr.  Quantrill  would 
be  very  gratified  to  hear  of  the  splendid  pro- 
gress made  by  St.  Bride's.  He  expressed  the 
sympathy  of  the  Federation  in  the  matter  of 
the  need  for  larger  piemises,  and  wished  suc- 
cess to  the  efforts  to  be  made  to  raise  /"600  to 
found  a  St.  Bride  Students'  Pension  to  com- 
memorate students  fallen  in  the  war.

In  October,  the  present  showing  of  furni- 
ture, etc.,  at  the  British  Institute  of  Industrial 
Art  Exhibition  (217,  Knightsbridge,  S.W.7),  is 
to  be  replaced  by  an  exhibition  of  printing, 
binding,  calligraphy,  illumination,  posters, 
lettering,  frames  and  mouldings. 

A  RE.MARKABLE  proposal  was  made  at  the 
annual  conference,  in  Glasgow,  on  Saturday, 
of  the  Scottish  Labour  Party  by  Mr.  George 
Kerr  (Glasgow)  in  his  presidential  address.  It

Paper=Buying  Opportunities. 

There  is  no  time  like  the  present  for  those 
who  have  the  money  at  command  to  pick  up 
for  stock  some  of  the  paper  lines  which  are 
being  offered  in  various  quarters.

It  originally  cost  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a 
bank  balance.

education,  and  of  the  excellent  work  done  a* 
St.  Bride.  He  could  not  recollect,  he  said, 
that  anything  had  been  produced  by  a  tech- 
nical school— whether  in  colour  printing, 
monochrome,  offset,  or  other  work— to  equal 
the  St.  Bride  specimens.  The  newspaper  pro- 
prietors were  in  full  sympathy  with  the  desire 
tor  better  accommodation. 

The  chairman  remarked  that  such  praise 
from  Mr.  Will— closely  identified  with  the 
Bystander  and  Graphic  — was  praise  indeed. 

Mr.  E.  Unwin  (Master  of  the  Stationers' 
Company),  who  said  he  could  look  back  to  at 
least  65  years  more  or  less  closely  associated 
with  printing,  spoke  very  appreciatively  of 
the  educational  facilities  of  the  present  day 
and  of  the  work  of  St.  Bride  in  particular.

I  The  Bookbinder.  I 
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Will  Trade  Revive? 

The  slump  in  general  trade  has  spread  its 
influence  over  the  printing  and  allied  indus- 
tries with  the  result  that  bookbinders  are  ex- 
periencing a  somewhat  quiet  ti  me  throughout 
the  country.  In  Lancashire  the  effect  of  the 
printers'  strike  was  beginning  to  be  very 
keenly  felt  by  stationery  binders,  as  a  great 
bulk  of  the  work  must  of  necessity  pass 
through  the  printing  departments  on  its  way 
to  the  bindery.  With  the  return  of  the 
printers,  trade  has  livened  up  a  little  in  that 
particular  locality.  The  great  rush  of  con- 
tract work  which  characterised  the  opening 
months  of  the  year  has  worn  itself  out,  and 
the  reluctance  of  many  big  houses  to  spend 
money  at  this  period  of  financial  tightness  is 
causing  some  anxiety  in  the  outlook.  Nor- 
mally, October  should  maik  the  commence- 
ment of  the  busiest  period  of  the  year,  but 
there  will  have  to  be  a  very  considerable 
change  in  the  situation  if  the  tradition  is  to 
be  maintained. 

Need  for   Cost-Finding. 

The  new  hourly  rates  for  the  bindery  will 
give  food  for  thought  and  once  again  will 
drive  home  the  sheer  necessity  of  the  time 
docket.  It  is  not  enough  to  simply  take  the 
figures  issued  by  the  Costing  Committee  and 
apply  them  to  any  particular  business.  Every 
bookbinder  should  be  in  a  position  to  ascer- 
tain, control  and  check  his  rates  per  hour.  The 
factor  throughout  is  time  and  if  time  dockets 
are  not  employed  there  is  no  satisfactory  sub- 
stitute which  will  enable  the  management  to 
know  exactly  what  each  job  is  costing  him. 
Very  probably  many  houses  would  find  it 
necessary  to  work  at  slightly  higher  rates  in 
order  to  secure  a  balance  on  the  departmental 
working.  Others,  with  a  better'  organisation 
might  find  the  figures  high.  But  the  essence 
of  the  whole  thing  is  always  the  same,  namely 
to  ascertain  one's  own  exact  cost  of  working, 
not  only  on  the  whole  department  but  also 
on  individual  operations  and  machines. 

Tlie  Teaching  of  Bookbinding. 

By  the  time  the  present  issue  of  this  journal 
appears  in  print  there  will  be  many  technical 
classes  in  full  swing.  Unfortunately  very  few 
centres  provide  education  in  bookbinding  of 
the  right  sort.  There  is  too  much  pandering 
to  the  artistic  amateur  who  dabbles  in  literary 
binding  and  not  enough  attention  devoted  to 
the  apprentice  whose  day  is  spent  on  commer- 
cial work.  Perhaps  the  best  classes  in  the 
whole  country  are  those  held  at  the  Manches- 


ter College  of  Technology  where  machine 
ruling  and  stationery  binding  are  treated 
seriously  and  thoroughly,  and  both  theoretic- 
ally and  practically.  The  innovation  is  com- 
paratively a  new  one,  dating  from  about  two 
to  three  years  ago.  Prior  to  this  the  main 
attraction  of  the  bookbinding  classes  was  for 
the  letterpress  binder,  and  the  big  commercial 
binders  of  the  district  saw  no  advantage  to 
be  derived  by  allowing  their  apprentices  to 
attend.  Now  that  tne  success  of  ruling  and 
account  book  binding  classes  are  assured  in 
this  foremost  centre  of  the  technological 
world  it  is  up  to  other  centres  to  follow  suit. 

Bookbinders'  materials. 

The  market  for  bookbinding  materials  is  in 
a  very  quiet  state,  and  leather  merchants 
particularly  are  becoming  extremely  anxious 
for  orders.  Some  low  prices  have  been 
quoted  for  light  and  fancy  leathers,  but  the 
buyer  needs  to  use  caution  in  his  selections. 
There  is  a  big  amount  of  very  inferior  stuff  to 
be  disposed  of  and  the  real  good  skins  are 
correspondingly  scarce.  Large  consignments 
of  Indian  goatskins  of  very  low  grade  have 
been  bought  at  the  auctions  and  worked  up 
into  finished  leather  for  the  bookbinder. 
These  skins  can  be  sold  cheaply,  but  they  are 
only  suitable  for  the  commoner  class  of  work. 
For  full-binding  of  good  quality  perfect  skins 
are  almost  as  difficult  to  secure  as  they  were 
some  months  ago  and  the  price  certainly  can- 
not be  much  reduced  for  a  long  time  to  come. 
Average  prices  ruling  to-day  are  somewhat 
as  follows  :— Anglos,  3s.  per  square  foot  (with 
attractive  offers  at  2s.  gd.) ;  moroccos,  4s.  to 
4s.  6d.  per  foot ;  fair  calfs,  3s.  gd.  to  4s. ;  rough 
goats,  2S.  3d.  to  2s.  6d.  ;  stout  basils,  is.  6d.; 
thin  basils,  is.  3d.;  roller  basils,  is.  id.  to  is. 
3d.;  skivers,  is.  to  is.  id.  per  foot.  These 
prices  may  vary  with  different  makers  and 
there  are  many  agents  who  are  anxious  to 
clear  their  stocks  at  very  low  prices  for  prompt 
cash. 

Parctiment  Market  Dull, 

The  parchment  makers  are  at  last  becoming 
so  quiet  as  to  go  seeking  orders ;  a  quite  un- 
usual proceeding  for  them.  Government 
contracts  are,  however,  very  low  in  bulk  just 
now  and  the  substitution  of  other  materials 
for  parchment  and  foril  by  the  bookbinders 
has  an  effect  which  is  now  being  realised  for 
the  first  time.  The  legal  profession  has  for  a 
long  time  looked  askance  at  the  price  of 
parchment,  especially  as  the  hand-made  paper 
mills  have  succeeded  in  producing  a  wonder- 
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fully  strong  and  tough  sheet  of  rag-paper 
which  serves  the  purpose  fairly  well  at  less 
than  one-twelfth  the  price.  Doubtless  parch- 
ment and  foril  will  be  reverted  to  now  that  it 
is  procurable,  for  after  all  there  is  nothing 
quite  like  it  and  it  has  proved  its  value 
through  centuries  of  endurance  whereas  the 
modern  substitutes  have  yet  to  prove  their 
claim  to  extreme  durability. 

Glut  of  Strawboards. 
Strawboards  are  a  drug  on  the  market  just 
no<v  and  the  stocks  held  in  the  country  are 
enormous.  The  basis  price  is  £"22  per  ton 
with  about  £i  extra  for  heavy  weights. 
Many  agents  would  be  glad  to  accept  even 
less  if  prompt  cash  could  be  secured.  The 
probability  is  that  the  price  wmII  advance 
when  business  becomes  more  brisk,  for  the 
Dutch  mills  are  working  at  full  pressure  under 
very  heavy  costs.  Now  is  the  best  time  to  buy 
if  people  have  the  capital  to  expend.  Mill- 
boards are  steady,  with  low  offers  of  grey 
boards  at  £32  to  £"35  per  ton.  Hand-made 
black  boards  are  quoted  at  £^55  per  ton,  but 
the  demand  is  very  small,  even  though  there 
is  no  hope  of  lower  price. 

Threads,  Tapes  and  Cloths. 
With  threads  and  tapes  there  is  every  pro- 
bability of  a  reduced  price,  as  also  with 
bookcloths,  calicos,  and  fabrics  generally. 
Buyers  will  be  well  advised  to  just  keep  pace 
with  requirements  and  leave  stock  at  a  low 
ebb.  The  price  has  long  been  too  high,  but 
the  slump  in  shipping  and  the  fall  in  cotton 
are  having  an  effect  which  should  bring  the 
manufacturers  to  a  different  turn  of  mind. 
Resumed  trade  with  Russia  will  allow  the 
importation  of  flax  at  a  much  lower  level 
than  has  obtained  lately.  Already  there  are 
signs  of  uneasiness  in  the  market  and  by 
withholding  their  orders  users  of  bookcloths, 
threads,  tapes,  etc.,  will  play  their  part  in 
creating  more  reasonable  quotations.

Spelling  Books. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Valentine  has  patented  a  child's 
spelling  book  which  has  its  pages  marked  out 
or  perforated  in  suitable  sizes,  as  shown  in 
Fig.  I.  the  parts  bearing  either  a  picture  or  a) 
letter  of  the  alphabet.  The  cover  a,  Fig.  2, 
has  metal  frames  /,  g  attached  thereto  by 
tongues  and  open  at  one  end.     A  part  bearing

a  picture  is  removed  from  a  page  and  in- 
serted in  the  frame  g.  and  then  parts  bearing 
letters  forming  the  name  or  description  of  the 
object  of  the  picture  are  removed  from  the 
pages  and  inserted  in  the  frame  /.  An  en- 
velope is  provided  within  the  cover  for  the 
parts  after  removal. 


Loose-Leaf  Binder. 

In  a  binder  of  the  type  having  telescopic 
posts  on  clamping-members  controlled  by  a 
slotted  plate  travelling  lengthways  of  the 
back  of  the  binder  and  automatically  locked 
in  position  by  ratchet  mechanism  releasable 
by  a  key  or  otherwise,  the  opening  movement 
being  effected  by  means  of  springs  located  in 
the  telescopic  posts,  an  auxiliary  spring  27  is

provided  for  assisting  theopenmg  movement. 
This  spring  is  arranged  on  the  rotary  ratchet 
rod  17  co-operating  with  the  spring  pawl  14 
on  the  slotted  controlling-plate  D,  and  bears 
against  a  lug  20  on  the  plate  serving  as  an 
intermediate  support  for  the  rod  17.  The  in- 
vention is  patented  by  Mr.  W.  J.  McCarthy. 


Reinforced  Fibrous  Board. 

An  invention  by  Mr.  Treadway  B.  Munroe 
covers  a  novel  structure  of  fibre  board  and  a 
method  of  producing  such  board.  The 
apparatus  is  shown  in  the  figure  in  a  dia- 
grammatic sectional  view,  together  with  a 
section  of  the  finished  board.  The  tank  or 
container  i  receives  the  board  making  ma- 
terial suspended  m  water  from  the  well  30, 
under  a  sufficient  head  to  force  the  particles 
up  through  the  wire  mesh  5,  and  force  some 
of  the  water  through  the  foraminous  surface 
4  of  the  drum  3.  The  travelling  belt  2  passes 
around  the  drums  9  and  10,  and  exerts  a  pres- 
sure on  the  board  before  it  leaves  the  tank  at 
the  point  20.  The  wire  cloth  5,  unwinding 
from  the  reel  6,  passes  through  the  tank  in  tjie 
direction  shown  by  the  arrow  16,  and  par- 
ticles of  the  pulp  or  board  making  material 
become  interwoven  or  caught  in  the  openings 
of  the  wire.  More  of  the  material  forms  on 
the  under  side  of  the  belt  2,  travelling  in  the 


direction  of  the  arrow  11,  and  other  material 
forms  on  the  face  of  the  drum  3  ;  and  as  the 
wire  5  passes  between  the  drums  3  and  9,  the 
material  on  the  drum  3  and  the  under  side  of 
the  belt  2  becomes  firmly  compressed  and 
compacted  with  that  on  the  wire  5. 
The  board  emerging  at  20  contains  from  50 
per  cent,  to  75  per  cent,  water. 

The  cellulose  fibre  material,  out  of  which 
the  board  is  made,  is  composed  of  three  or 
four  different  classes  of  fibres.  One  class  con- 
sists of  abnormally  large  fibres  or  slivers  13, 
frequently  \  inch  wide  and  \  inch  long  or 
longer.  Mixed  with  these  are  thread  like 
fibres  14,  say  1-32  inch  to  1-64  inch  diameter 
and  I  inch  to  one  inch  long.  A  third  class  is 
thr  hair  like  fibres  15,  of  diameter,  say  from 
i-iooinch  to  1-200  inch,  and  from  |  inch  to 
one  or  two  inches  long.  A  fourth  class  may 
be  the  fine  fibres  used  in  papermaking.     The 
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fibres  are  mixed  in  water  in  the  proportions 
of  from  less  than  one  to  5  parts  of  fibre  to  qg 
or  more  to  93  parts  of  water. 

The  felting  action  utilised  is  sharply  dis- 
tinguished from  the  so-called  felting  in  paper- 
making,  wherein  it  is  the  constant  endeavour 
to  have  the  short,  fine  fibres  lie  flat  against 
the  foraminous  belts  or  screens,  with  only 
sufficient  actual  felting  to  give  coherence  to 
the  sheet.  In  the  present  case  it  is  essential 
that  the  various  fibres  be  all  intimately  inter- 
woven and  felted  throughout  the  entire 
thickness  of  the  board.  The  wire  cloth  or 
other  fabric  5  adds  very  greatly  to  the  strength 
of  the  board,  and  gives  it  in  a  sense  some  of 
the  properties  of  reinforced  glass,  in  that  the 
board  may  receive  blows  and  other  injuries 
without  being  punctured  or  destroyed. 

The  material  may  be  waterproofed  or  fire- 
proofed  by  introducing  the  proper  materials 
into  the  tank  i.  For  example,  to  waterproof 
the  board  a  suitable  proportion  of  ordinary 
rosin  size,  say  10  per  cent,  may  be  added  to 
the  stock  in  the  well  30;  and  aluminuni  sul- 
phate may  be  added  to  precipitate  aluminum 
resinate  and  free  rosin,  which  coats  each  fibre 
with  a  waterproofing  compound.
